Gentlemen: 


According to published Mint reports, the Scoville Mfg. Co. 
of Waterbury, Conn., made in 1904 50,000 2 centime pieces and 3 
50,000 1 centime pieces in bronze for the Republic of Haiti. They 
also made then and in subsequent issues, certain nickel coins for 
the same government. I have written the Scoville Mfg. Co. concerning 
these bronzes coins but their response was that they made only nickel 
coins of 5, 10, 20 and 50 centimes. These nickel coins we are not 
concerned with as these are com.on and well known, but we are anxious 
to find out what we can concerning the 2 and 1 centime pieces in 
bronze. 


Could the Haitian Treasury Department or some other officd 
ascertain whether any such coins ever reached the Island and if so, 
if they were ever in circulation as we would like to get the 
description of these pieces, or better still, specimens of the pieces 
themselves.
